1. (Currently Amended) A bag comprising side walls which are substantially impervious to 
moisture and having an opening at one end which is adapted to be sealed, a portion of rfall one of 
the side walls comprising a substantially transparent material which is substantially impervious 
to moisture and a moisture indicating material mounted within the bag adjacent to the transparent 
material to enable the moisture indicating material to be viewed through the transparent material, 
and at least a portion of the moisture indicating material being exposed to air within the bag, 
wherein [[a]]one_ofthe side walls of the bag further comprises a desiccant material which defines 
at least a portion of an inner surface of the side wall. 

2. (Canceled) 

3. (Currently Amended) A bag according to claim [[2]Ji, wherein the desiccant material 
comprises a silica gel. 

4. (Original) A bag according to claim I , wherein the side walls of the bag comprise a 
laminated material. 

5. (Original) A bag according to claim 4, wherein the laminated material comprises a metal 
foil. 

6. (Original) A bag according to claim 1 , wherein the substantially transparent material, 
comprises a transparent moisture barrier fiJm. 
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7. (Original) A bag according to claim 1 in combination with an electronic device, the 
electronic device being sealed within the bag. 

8. (Original) A bag according to claim 1 in combination with a packaged semiconductor 
device, the packaged semiconductor device being sealed within the bag. 

9. (Original) A bag for the storage and transportation of an electronics device, the bag 
comprising: 

a first side wall that is substantially impervious to moisture, a portion of the first side wall 
comprising a substantially transparent materia] which is substantially impervious to moisture; 

a second side wall that is substantially impervious to moisture, the first and second side 
walls being attached at three edges so that an opening is formed at one end, the opening being 
adapted to be sealed; 

a moisture indicating material mounted within the bag adjacent to the transparent materia] 
to enable the moisture indicating material to be viewed through the transparent material, wherein 
at least a portion of the moisture indicating materia) is exposed to air within the bag; and 

a porous inner bag attached to an inner wall of the first or second side wall; and 

a desiccant material located within the porous inner bag. 

10. (Original) A bag according to claim 9, wherein the desiccant material comprises a silica 
gel. 
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1 1 . (Original) A bag according to claim 9, wherein the first and second side walls of the bag 
comprise a laminated material. 

12. (Original) A bag according to claim 1 1 , wherein the laminated material comprises a 
metal foil 

1 3. (Original) A bag according to claim 9, wherein the substantially transparent material 
comprises a transparent moisture barrier film. 

14. (Original) A bag according to claim 9 in combination with a packaged semiconductor 
device, the packaged semiconductor device being sealed within the bag, 

15. (Currently Amended) A bag according to claim 9 . for th e storage and turn spoliation of an 
e l e ctronic s- device, tho bag, further comprising: 

a - first sid e wall that is s ubstantially impervious to moisture, a portion of th e first side wall 
comprising a substantially transpar e nt material which is substantially imp e rvious to moisture; 

a second side wall that -is s ubstantially impe r vious to moisture; the first and s e cond sid e 
walla being attached at throe edges s o that on opening i s formed at one end, the opening born g 
adapted to b e s e al e d; 

a first moisture lovol indicator mount e d within tho bag adjacent to the transparent 
material to enablo moistur e indicating mat e rial to b e viewed through th e transparent mat e rial.; 
wh e r e in at least a portion of the first moistur e l e v el indicator jg exposed to air within tho bag; 

a second moisture level indicator mounted within the bag adjacent to the transparent 
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material to enable moisture indicating material to be viewed through the transparent material, 
wherein at least a portion of the second moisture level indicator is exposed to air within the bag; 
and 

a third moisture ind i cator level indicator mounted within the bag adjacent to the 
transparent material to enable moisture indicating material to be viewed through the transparent 
material, wherein at least a portion of the third moisture level indicator ts exposed to air within 
the bag. 

16. (Original) A bag according to claim 15 wherein the first moisture level indicator 
provides a first warning that moisture in the bag is approaching a danger level, wherein the 
second moisture level indicator provides an intermediate warning that indicates to a user to put 
the electronics device into a new bag, and wherein the third moisture level indicator provides a 
warning that moisture levels have exceeded a recommended maximum level.

21 . (New) A bag according to claim 1 , wherein the side walls of the bag comprise a layer of 
the desiccant material on the inside. 

22. (New) A bag according to claim 21, wherein the desiccant material is located within a 
porous bag. 
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23* (New) A bag according to claim 4, wherein the side walls of the bag comprise the 
laminated material on the outside and a layer of the desiccant material on the inside. 
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
